The Ma- 
gicians had a ©Maxm amoneſt themſelves, 
Ouod nulla vox operatur 1n Magia, mfr privs 
Det voce formetur, That no word is efficaci- 
ous in Magic, unleſs it be firſt animated with 
the word of God, Hence in their Books there 
was frequent mention made of Yerbum, and 
Sermso, which the Common Man interpreting 
to his own Fanſie, invented his Charmes, and 
Vocabula, by which he promiſed to do wonders. 
The cMagiciars in their writings did talk 
much of 7 r5a»g/es and Circles, by which they 
intimated unto us their more ſecret Triplicitie, 
with the Rotation of Nature from the Begin- 
ning of her Week , to her Sabaorh.By this Crrele 
alſo.or Rotdtion they affirmed that Spir:ts might

who were Maſters of the Science, obſerving the 
ficſt Monitories of it, buried all in a deep Si- 
lence. Bur God having tiffered his Truth to 
be obſcured for a great time, did at laſt ſlirr up 
ſom reſolute and attive ſpirits,who putting the 
Pen to Paper, expell'd this Cox, and in ſome

Philoſop rs call'd this Fire their Ba/nerm, but 
it is Ba/neurs Nature. a Natiirall Bath, not an 
Artificial! one, for it is not any kind of Water, 
but a certain ſ#ubt// temperate moyſture which 
compaſſeth the G/aſſe, and feeds their Sr, or 
Fire, Ina word, without this 3th nothing in 
the world is generated. Now that thou mayſt 
the better underſtand what Degree of fire is 
requift for the work, conſider the Generation 


of ar, or any other Creature whatſoever. Ir 


is not K#tchin fire, nor feaver that works upon 
the Sperm in the Womb, but a moſt temperate, 
moſt, natural heat, which proceeds ifrom the 
very life of the eArther. Ir is juſt fo here ; 


Our cAatrer is a moſt delicate Subſtance, and 


gender like the Animal ſperme, for it isalmoſt 
> living thing, nay in very truth it hath ſome 
ſmall portion of life, for Nature doth produce 
ſome Animals out of it. For this very reaſon 


the leaſt violence deſtroyes it, and prevents all - 


eneratios, for if it be over-heated but for ſome 
minutes, the white, and red S»/phurs will 
never eſſentially unite, and coagular. On the 
Contraty, if ir takes co/d but for half an hour, 
the work being once well begin, it will never 
fort to any good prrpoſe, I ſpeak out of my 
own Experience, for I have (as they {we it) 
given my ſelf a Box on the Eare, and that twice 
a or 
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ot thrice, out of a certain confident Negligence, 
Expecting that, which I knew well enough, 
could never bee. Nature moves not by the 
Theorie of men, but by their practice, and fure- 
ly Wit and Reaſon can performe no Miracles, 
unlefle the hands fupplie them. Bee ſute then to 
know this fre in the firſt place, and accordingly 
bee ſure ro make ſe of it. But tor thy bertet 
Securitie, I will deſcribe it to chee once: more.
